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Petty no Heartbreaker 
for diehard Halifax fans

From the first chord of Lis¬ 
ten to Her Heart, Halifax’s 
Metro Centre belonged to 
Tom Petty and the Heart- 
breakers. 

The rock legends made 
their first ever stop in Nova 
Scotia on Thursday, bring¬ 
ing three decades worth of 
tunes to the Maritimes. 

“How are you doing to¬ 
night?” asked Petty. 

One assumes the ques¬ 
tion was rhetorical, since 
the crowd had hardly 
stopped cheering since he 
took the stage. 

“We finally made it to 
Halifax.” 

After opening with 1978’s 
Listen to Her Heart, Petty 
jumped forward a couple of 
decades with You Wreck Me, 
from 1994’s Wildflowers. 

But the veteran rocker 
promised to “dig deep into 
the albums,” moving back 
to selections from 1979’s 
Damn the Torpedoes with 
Here Comes My Girl. 

The crowd was notice¬ 
ably more comfortable 


with the singles, singing 
along to whatever part of 
the song they happened to 
know. Young and old alike 
crowded the aisles near the 
stage to dance, clap and 
sing along. 

The crowd really erupt¬ 
ed, however, when Petty 
launched into Handle Me 
With Care — a song he per¬ 


formed with George Harri¬ 
son, Bob Dylan, Roy Orbison 
and Jeff Lynne as the Trav¬ 
eling Wilburys. 

Petty seemed to notice 
the enthusiasm. 

“Excited bunch tonight,” 
he said with a smile. 

Everyone was on their 
feet for Petty’s encore, 
which he opened with Mary 


Jane’s Last Dance, released 
in 1993 while Petty was 
working on Wildflowers. 

Halifax was the first stop 
after a 26-day touring hia¬ 
tus for Petty. From here, he 
heads to St. John’s, N.L., for 
two nights before touring 
Ireland, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, Great Britain, Am¬ 
sterdam and France.

Court Retrial for man charged with having sex with 13-year-old 


A Fall River man facing sex 
charges relating to a 13-year- 
old girl has won an appeal 
and will be granted a retrial. 

Bradley Roderick Ross ad¬ 
mitted claims that he believed 
the girl was 14 or 15. 

Ross and friend Michael 
Roger Hindler, both of whom 


were 18 at the time of the 
incident in June 2009, were 
charged with sexual interfer¬ 
ence and sexual assault, which 
carries jail time and designa¬ 
tion as a sex offender. 

A decision by Nova Scotia 
Court of Appeal Justice Judge 
Peter Bryson found defence 


lawyer Gary Jewett did not 
properly defend Ross in court 
during his trial in 2011. It re¬ 
sulted in a “miscarriage of 
justice,” according to a deci¬ 
sion released by the court 
Thursday. 

According to the court 
documents, Jewett failed to ad¬ 


vise Ross to submit testimony 
on his own behalf, did not 
question any witnesses and 
did not produce text messages 
which could have supported 
Ross’ claims. In his decision, 
Bryson said these factors “de¬ 
prived Mr. Ross of any reason¬ 
able prospect of successfully 


defending himself.” 

Jewett also based part of 
his defense on the assumption 
that the charge of sexual as¬ 
sault requires the use of force, 
which it does not. 

A new trial has been 
ordered.

‘Prize’ street Much 
talk, little policy in all¬ 
candidates discussion on 
central downtown street 


The four men vying for the 
Halifax Regional Municipality’s 
mayoralty offered their visions 
for a central downtown street at 
Spring Garden Place Thursday. 

All four agreed Spring Gar¬ 
den Road was good — but 
brought forward different ideas 
to make it better. 

“When I was growing up ... 
(Spring Garden Road) was the 
only place in the city where I 
identified, as a very young per¬ 
son, that felt like a city and had 
that urban vibe,” said North End 
businessman Fred Connors. 

“As we more and more 
started to lose the heart of the 
downtown ... the challenges 
that were on Spring Garden 
Road seemed to amplify.” 

Connors said that Spring 
Garden Road remains an excit¬ 
ing place to be — if you’re from 
Cape Breton. 

He suggested more money 
needs to be invested in Halifax’s 
“prize” street.

Mayoral candidate Matthew Worona 

Retired cop Tom Martin 
spoke of the need to improve 
partnerships between the busi¬ 
ness improvement districts and 
city hall in order to strengthen 
Halifax’s communities. 

“In my opinion, the greatest 
accomplishment of the busi¬ 
ness association in this area is 
the fact that it has survived the 
big-box-store surge,” Martin 
told the crowd of about 20. 

“Despite unfair taxation in 
the downtown, despite the lar¬ 
ger retail outlets outside of the 
downtown, the businesses in 
this area ... have continued to 
survive.” 

Perceived frontrunner Mike 
Savage’s speech focused on the 
common themes in his cam¬ 
paign, including being more 
“nimble” and “entrepreneurial” 


as a municipality. 

Savage, like Martin, sug¬ 
gested better partnerships be¬ 
tween city hall and HRM’s cit¬ 
izens are required. 

“I ask myself the question ‘Is 


HRM a good partner to our cit¬ 
izens, to our business commun¬ 
ity?’ ... by being a good partner, 
we can all achieve success,” Sav¬ 
age said. 

Dalhousie student Mat¬ 


thew Worona said we should 
consider widening Spring Gar¬ 
den Road and reworking the 
city’s tax structure to increase 
economic activity.

Electoral 

boundaries report 
coming Friday 

Justice Minister Ross Landry 
will wait to receive a report 
from the legislature’s elector¬ 
al boundaries commission be¬ 
fore commenting on whether 
or not that committee’s terms 
of reference will be upheld. 

The committee, which 
will decide the number of 
ridings in advance of the 
coming provincial election, 
has been asked to ensure 
that the population in every 
riding is within 25 per cent 
of the average. But Landry 
would not say on Thursday 
whether the commission will 
be permitted to disregard that 
request in favour of preserv¬ 
ing four protected minority 
ridings — three Acadian, 
one African Nova Scotian — 
which fall significantly below 
that standard. 

“It’s premature to say 
whether they have or haven’t 
(followed the 25 per cent 
rule),” said Landiy after a cab¬ 
inet meeting on Thursday. 

“We have to respect the 
fact that the terms of refer¬ 
ence are there... We have to 
look at what the report says, 
evaluate what they have to 
say and then look at what’s 
in the best interest of the 
province as a whole.”

Fall River, airport to Halifax

Fall River commuters can leave 
their cars at home — they’re 
now on the grid. 

“It’s fantastic,” said Kim 
Hilchie at the Fall River park- 
and-ride a few minutes before 
8 a.m., on her way to Barring¬ 
ton Street. 

“It’s now just a five-minute 
drive for me to the stop, and 
I used to have to go to Dart¬ 
mouth. I’m thinking in winter 
it’s going to be awesome to not 
have to do that,” she said. 

NSCC business student Sar- 
ang Zoo was happy to save the 
money an Airporter shuttle or 
taxi would have cost to catch 
her flight home to Korea. 

“I really like it,” Zoo said 
about the 320 route. “And this 
is every half-hour (in peak 
hours) so I am really comfort¬ 
able for time.” 

The very first buses of the 
day had around 10 people ac¬ 
cording to Metro Transit, but as 
the morning went on only two 
or three people rode the route. 

City councillor for Fall Riv¬ 



er, Barry Dalrymple, said he 
wasn’t expecting a rush today 
anyway. 

“A lot of people are waiting 
to see if the buses are on time 
and if the route actually takes 
40 minutes,” said Dalrymple. 

Metro Transit also relaxed 
their luggage policy yesterday, 
which previously stated only 
small carry-on bags would be 
allowed on buses. But now, it’s 
up to the drivers. 

“We’ll allow luggage as long 
as it can be safely stowed,” said 
Metro Transit director Eddie 
Robar. 

He said if you can keep bags 
on seats and out of the aisle, 
you’ll be fine, but to make sure 
you catch the bus you should 
pack light.

It’s good to have options 


Ways to get to Halifax 
International Airport: 


• Taking a taxi from the 
airport to anywhere in 
Halifax costs $53- The new 

MetroX route is "not going 
to hurt us," said airport cab 
driver Bob Richards. 


• The Airporter shuttle takes 
passengers to and from 
most hotels in HRM. One¬ 


way is $ 19 - 95 , round trip 
$36, and it runs every hour. 


• The 320 MetroX bus stops 
at Albemarle Street above 
Scotia Square, the Dart¬ 
mouth bridge terminal, 
Fall River’s park-and-ride, 
and the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Airport. Trips take 
about 40 minutes, costs 
$ 3.25 per ride and $100 for 
monthly pass. 


It’s been more than three years 
since Metro Transit announced 
they were adding a route to 
Fall River and the airport. On 
Thursday the nine brand-new 
buses purchased for the route 
finally rolled out. 

There were projected start 
times for the airport route 
in 2010, spring of 2011, and 


finally, this May Fall River 
Coun. Barry Dalrymple said it 
was the airport itself that got 
things moving. 

Overall, the airport gave 
$550,000 to fund the special 
highway buses, which feature 
two overhead racks, a wheel¬ 
chair ramp, and won’t wear 
out as easily as regular models. 


“That tipped the balance,” 
Dalrymple said. 

Metro Transit director Eddie 
Robar said there was also $2.7 
million of federal funding 
used, with the city and Metro 
Transit covering the rest for a 
$4.5-million total. 

Besides those in Fall River, 
most of the passengers ex¬ 


pected on the route are those 
working in the AeroTech busi¬ 
ness park or at the airport, but 
Robar said regular fliers could 
benefit too. 

“It’s expensive to park at the 
airport for a long time, and this 
way you might save a drive and 
burning fuel back and forth,” 
Robar said, haley ryan/for metro

Cape Ann III. Saga of 
sunken trawler will 
conclude at last — on 
the recycling heap 


The scrapping of the Cape Ann 
III will begin Monday, bringing 
an end to the infamous history 
of the vessel. 

The 175-foot trawler had 
been partially submerged and 
rusting in Sydney harbour for 
more than five years until a 
Canadian-American military 
operation raised it as part of a 
training exercise. 

“We originally wanted to use 
it as a dive reef but for environ¬ 
mental and some community 
reasons, we chose not to go that 
route,” said John Aylward of the 
Cape Ann III Artificial Reef So¬ 
ciety, which acquired the vessel 
from its previous owner. 

“It is going to be recycled, 
which is what we wanted. We 
wanted to see a problem be¬ 
come something positive.” 

Terra Mac Construction will 


handle most of the demolition 
after some site preparation is 
completed this weekend. Per¬ 
mits give the company until the 
end of June send the ship to the 
scrap heap — something many 
thought they would never see. 

“We’ve told each other it 
wouldn’t happen from time 
to time but never on the same 
day,” said Ken Jardine, who 
worked closely with Aylward 
on the project. “John and I have 
had it since Day 1 that this had 
to be good for the economy, the 
environment and the commun¬ 
ity. If we could hit all three of 
those, which we are, this was a 
good thing to do.” 

Jardine’s childhood friend,

Although most in the com¬ 
munity will be happy when 
the ship is a distant memory, 
members of the reef society are 
working on several projects to 
ensure it is not forgotten. 

Through the Raising Cape 
Ann III Faceboolc page, they 
are encouraging people to send 
their photos of the ship to be 
included in a pictorial record. 

And they will give $100 to 
the best song written about the 
story of the ship. 

The Cape Ann III Artificial 
Reef Society will also keep a 


couple of small pieces of the 
ship to use as part of a herit¬ 
age site. The cost of raising and 


beaching the vessel was cov¬ 
ered by the military, while the 
recycled metal obtained during 


scrapping is expected to cover 
most of that expense.

Proposed water-rate 
increase may raise airport fees 


Water rates at the airport and 
Aerotech Business Park may 
rise dramatically over the next 
two years, depending on the 
results of next Wednesday’s 
Nova Scotia Utility and Review 
Board hearing. 

The Halifax Regional Water 
Commission submitted an ap¬ 
plication to the utility board 
in March, stating the need 
to raise the water rates for 
Halifax International Airport 
and the Aerotech businesses, 
which include IMP, multiple 
hotels and manufacturers. 

“The Aerotech system is not 
paying for itself,” said James 
Campbell, spokesman for the 
water commission. “The fund¬ 
ing needs to come from the 
customers there.” 

The Halifax Water Commis¬ 
sion is asking the board to ap¬ 
prove an increase of 40-48 per 
cent this year, with some busi¬ 
nesses seeing a jump of up to 
75 per cent the following year. 

These hikes are needed, 
according to the commission, 
to cover a cumulative loss of 
almost $830,000. In its applica¬ 
tion to the board, it states the 
current water rates are “in¬ 
sufficient to maintain existing 
operations.” 

However, the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Airport Authority 
may need to charge its own

customers extra if water rates 
go up. The HIAA told the util¬ 
ity board that the new rates 
could “cause a corresponding 
increase” in the airport’s ticket 
prices. 

“The higher rates result in 
higher operating expenses, 
which create pressure on aero¬ 
nautical fees,” the authority 
said in its file. 

However, according to the 
airport’s communications co¬ 
ordinator, Jennifer Delorey 
Lyon, the HIAA doesn’t know 
what it will do to offset the 
water bill increase until the 
board meets on June 6.

Halifax residents satisfied 
with economy, leaders: Poll 


Response. Though 
consumers are ready 
to spend more, they're 
concerned about 
public institutions

The residents of the Halifax 
Metro area are feeling much 
more confident about the state 
of the economy then they did a 
year ago. 

Only 14 per cent of those 
responding to a recent poll feel 
that the economy will worsen 
over the next 12 months. 

More, 32 per cent, are re¬ 
porting that their personal 
spending will increase in the 
coming year. These numbers 
reflect improving attitudes of 
consumers and reflect the kind 
of confidence that we have 
found in surveys conducted in 
the early 2000s. 

And it is no coincidence that 
at the same time, residents of 
HRM are also expressing im¬ 



proved levels of satisfaction 
with their political leaders — 
with the exception at the feder¬ 
al level. There is almost always a 
correlation between confidence 
in the economy and satisfaction 
with government and political 
leadership. 

But residents continue to 
express concern and loss of 
confidence in an array of public 
institutions: the health-care sys¬ 


tem, banks, charities and even 
the media. Some of our recent 
research is indicating online 
sources of news hold as much 
credibility as traditional sources 
like television and radio. 

Just over 20 per cent of our 
respondents are now using on¬ 
line news sources as the main 
way in which they remain up 
to date. Our recent research 
also shows that confidence in 


the health-care system is down 
from two years ago by about 12 
per cent. 

While confidence in the 
economy is up, a variety of or¬ 
ganizations will have to work 
hard to regain the trust of 
the public. This trust may be 
eroded due to the stream of aud¬ 
itor general reports calling into 
question the competence and 
integrity of public institutions.

Montreal police say crime 
scene evidence suggests a 
man suspected of dismem¬ 
bering a human body and 
mailing parts of it from Mont¬ 
real to Ottawa has fled Can¬ 
ada. 

The nationwide arrest 
warrant for Luka Rocco 
Magnotta, 29, was expanded 
Thursday after his photo and 
description appeared on In¬ 
terpol’s most-wanted list. 

Montreal police Cmdr. Ian 
Lafreniere would not confirm 
or deny reports that Magnotta 


may have headed to Europe. 

“We do have some evi¬ 
dence that we found on the 
scene and also that person 
left a note on a website (de¬ 
scribing) how to leave with¬ 
out getting caught,” said 
Lafreniere. 

Meanwhile, police are try¬ 
ing to yank videos off of the 
Internet, which they believe 
show the suspect committing 
the murder and other per¬ 
verse acts on the body. 

Police are still investigat¬ 
ing the video, but Lafreniere 
said they “have no reason to 
doubt its authenticity.” 

Police believe the victim 
is a man in his 30s reported 
missing several days ago, 
whose family lives overseas. 

Lafreniere said police were 
still working out the forensic 
details and were also having 
trouble contacting the vic¬ 
tim’s family.

Chasing notoriety 


Profilers believe 

suspectseeks 

attention 

Experts in criminal behav¬ 
iour say the suspect in the 
notorious body-parts case 
has a clear, desperate need: 
for you to pay attention to 
him. 

One retired criminal 
profiler says Luka Rocco 
Magnotta appears to reveal 
that need on the Internet. 

Jim Van Allen, a long¬ 
time Ontario Provincial Po¬ 
lice criminal profiler, said 
Thursday that the elaborate 
cybertrail he left behind 
shows a need for notoriety. 

“I think you’re dealing 
with a person who has 


a pathological need for 
attention,” said Van Allen, a 
former police officer. 

Van Allen said that 
while many details remain 
unknown, Magnotta’s 
extensive online postings, 
including a suspected video 
of the alleged murder, all 
indicate that desire. 

“I think that he has tried 
to shock the public to gain 
notoriety for himself,” Van 
Allen said. 

“And he’s certainly done 
that.” 

Montreal criminal 
psychiatrist Benoit Dassylva 
says it’s possible Magnotta 
is somewhere monitoring 
all the attention thrust 
upon him, and soaking it 
up.

Quebec tuition talks with students suspended 


An attempt to find a solution 
to the Quebec student crisis 
has fallen apart, opening up a 
vast range of potential impli¬ 
cations that could be felt from 
the street to the ballot box. 

After four days of nego¬ 
tiation, the provincial govern¬ 
ment and student groups an¬ 
nounced Thursday that their 
talks had gone nowhere. 

There had been specula¬ 


tion that if this latest attempt 
at negotiation failed, the 
provincial government might 
call a snap election and ask 
Quebec voters to help settle 
a dispute that has made inter¬ 
national news. 

Premier Jean Charest said 
that day will indeed come — 
but he downplayed its immin¬ 
ence. The government is into 
the fourth year of its mandate 


and must head to the polls by 
late 2013. 

“Ultimately there will 
be an election within 18 
months,” Charest told re¬ 
porters. “It will happen in a 
democratic context that will 
allow us to state our case on 
these issues.” 

In the meantime, both 
the government and student 
groups said they were willing 


to speak again if the other side 
was ready to make an offer. 

The students had issued a 
mild threat to walk away from 
the negotiating table early in 
the day Thursday. But surpris¬ 
ingly, it was Education Minis¬ 
ter Michelle Courchesne who 
announced talks had been 
suspended because of what 
she described as an “impasse.”

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Baghdad. Series of 
bombings mark deadliest 
day in over a month 


Syria blames rebels 
for Houla massacre

A series of bombings in the 
Iraqi capital struck a crowded 
restaurant, a police patrol and 
several other targets on Thurs¬ 
day, killing 12 people and 
wounding 29 in the bloodiest 
day in Baghdad in more than 
a month, police and hospital 
medics said. 

Violence has fallen in Iraq 
since a wave of sectarian blood¬ 
shed in 2006 and 2007, but 
insurgents carry out frequent 
attacks on security forces 
and civilians in an attempt to 
undermine the Shiite-led gov¬ 
ernment. 

In northwest Baghdad, a 
parked car exploded outside a 
crowded restaurant in the Shi¬ 
ite neighbourhood of Shula, 
killing eight people and wound¬ 
ing 13, police officials said. 

Naseer Ah, owner of a gro- 
ceiy shop in Shula, said he was 
about 150 metres from the res¬ 
taurant when the blast went off. 
Ah said he and other witnesses 
rushed to help the victims until 
the ambulances arrived. 

“I was in my shop when I 
heard a powerful explosion 


and everybody rushed to the 
explosion site,” he said. “Part 
of the restaurant was damaged 
and the windows of the near¬ 
by shops were shattered. We 
saw several wounded people 
screaming for help.” 

Ah said he is worried the 
level of violence in Baghdad 
will return to what it was sev¬ 
eral years ago, in part because 
of the growing sectarian divide 
underlying a months-long par¬ 
alysis of Iraq’s national unity 
government. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, a 
parked car blew up near the 
home of Jamal-Din Moham¬ 
med, an adviser to Prime Min¬ 
ister Nouri al-Maliki, killing 
a civilian and wounding four 
people, including two guards 
protecting Mohammed’s 
house. 

Earlier Thursday, explo¬ 
sions hit two adjacent homes 
of Baghdad policemen in the 
predominantly Sunni neigh¬ 
bourhood of Amariyah, kill¬ 
ing two and wounding nine 
people, among them three 
children, the associated press 


Differing accounts. 
Witnesses, UN blame 
pro-Assad gunmen 


Syria on Thursday blamed up 
to 800 rebel fighters for the 
massacre in central Syria last 
week that lulled more than 
100 people, nearly half of them 
children, in its most compre¬ 
hensive explanation to date of 
the bloodshed. 

The narrative starkly con¬ 
tradicted accounts of witnesses 
who blamed “shabiha” or the 
shadowy gunmen who operate 
on behalf of President Bashar 
Assad’s regime. The UN also 
said it had strong suspicions 
those pro-regime gunmen 
were responsible for much of 
the carnage on Friday in a clus¬ 
ter of villages known as Houla. 

Facing international out¬ 
rage over the killings, Damas¬ 
cus launched its own inves¬ 


tigation into the deaths and 
announced that special pray¬ 
ers for the victims would be 
held at mosques across the 
country on Friday. The UN 
chief warned of civil war and 


pleaded with the regime to 
stop its attacks. 

At a news conference Thurs¬ 
day, Qassem Jamal Suleiman, 
who headed the government’s 
investigation into the massacre, 


categorically denied any regime 
role. He said hundreds of rebel 
gunmen carried out the slaugh¬ 
ter to frame the government 
and to ignite sectarian strife in 
Syria, the associated press 


Verdict in Mubarak trial could lead to unrest 



Guilty or not, Saturday’s verdict 
in Hosni Mubarak’s trial will 
likely deepen Egypt’s polar¬ 
ization. Political tensions are 
already simmering in a heated 
runoff for president pitting the 
ousted leader’s last prime min¬ 
ister against an Islamist from 
a group that the old regime re¬ 
peatedly cracked down. 

The 84-year-old Mubarak, 
the first Arab leader to be tried 
by his own people, faces char¬ 
ges of complicity in the killing 
of some 900 protesters during 


last year’s uprising that forced 
him from power. 

If convicted, he could face 
the death penalty. He also faced 
separate corruption charges 
along with his two sons — one¬ 
time heir apparent Gamal and 
wealthy businessman Alaa — 
and a family friend who is on 
the run. 

“We are so eagerly awaiting 
the verdict,” said George Ishaq, 
who gained nationwide fame as 
a vocal critic of Mubarak’s rule. 
“An innocent verdict will trig¬ 


ger a horrific reaction.” 

His trial mesmerized the na¬ 
tion, with images of him lying 
on a hospital gurney inside a 
defendants’ cage of iron bars 
and barbed wire taken by most 
Egyptians to symbolize both 
their triumph over tyranny and 
the humiliation of a dictator 
who ruled for close to 30 years. 

The trial dominated the 
national conversation and fed 
tension in an already turbulent 
transitional period, with many 
convinced the process was just 


for show to appease protesters 
who demanded that Mubarak 
answers for his actions. 

The verdict comes days after 
officials announced that Mubar¬ 
ak’s last prime minister Ahmed 
Shafiq made it into a presiden¬ 
tial runoff slated for June 16-17. 

A guilty verdict, some be¬ 
lieve, could endear Shafiq to 
more voters, while an innocent 
verdict for Mubarak would send 
protesters out on the streets to 
demand revolutionary justice.

Someone inside an artsy cafe 
where a gunman opened fire 
threw stools at the assailant 
during a shooting rampage po¬ 
lice described as “callous, hor¬ 
rific and cold.” 

Throwing the stools al¬ 
lowed others to run to safety. 

Ian Lee Stawiclci was armed 
with two .45-calibre handguns 
and began shooting Wednes¬ 
day morning at Cafe Racer, kill¬ 
ing four people. Police said he 
fled and later killed a female 
motorist, taking her SUV. 

Stawiclci later killed him¬ 
self as police closed in. 

Police said more could have 
been injured or even killed at 
the cafe were it not for the ac¬ 
tions of the man, whom they 
did not identify. 

They did not say whether 
he was a patron or an employ¬ 
ee. 


“The hero picked up a stool 
and threw it at the suspect. Hit 
him. Picked up another stool, 
as the suspect is shooting and 
now pointing (a gun) at him 
and hits him with another 
stool,” Assistant Chief Jim 
Pugel said. 

“During that time, two or 
possibly three people made 
their escape,” he said, adding, 
“He saved three lives.” 

The slayings further frayed 


nerves in an already jittery city 
that has seen 21 homicides so 
far this year, as many as Seattle 
had in all of 2011. 

“In my almost 30 years in 
this department, I’ve never 
seen anything more callous, 
horrific and cold,” Deputy 
Chief Nick Metz said at a 
Thursday news conference.

The statement by Lashkar- 
e-Islam was the latest twist in 
the case of Shakil Afridi, whose 
plight has angered Washington 
and opened up another crack 
in relations with Islamabad. 

Afridi ran a vaccination 
campaign on behalf of the CIA 
as a way of collecting blood 


samples from bin Laden’s 
family in their house in north¬ 
west Pakistan. Afridi was ar¬ 
rested soon after the May 2, 
2011 American raid that lulled 
the al-Qaida leader. Last week 
he was sentenced to 33 years 
in prison. 

On Wednesday, the court 
released its written verdict, 
which found Afhdi guilty of 
assisting Lashkar-e-Islam, a 
brutal militant and criminal 
gang.

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U.S. House fails 
to approve new 
abortion ban

The U.S. House of Representa¬ 
tives on Thursday fell short 
in an effort to ban abortions 
based on the sex of the fetus 
as Republicans and Democrats 
made an election-year appeal 
for women’s votes. 

The legislation would have 
made it a federal crime to 
perform or force a woman to 
undergo a sex-based abortion, a 
practice most common in some 
Asian countries where families 
abort female fetuses. 

It was a rare social issue to 
reach the House floor in a year 
when the economy has domin¬ 
ated the political conversation, 
and Republicans, besieged by 
Democratic claims that they 
are waging war on women, 
struck back, depicting the vote 
as a women’s-rights issue. 


The vote 


• The bill had little chance 
of becoming law. The 

Democratic-controlled Senate 
would likely have ignored it, 
and the U.S. House brought it 
up under a procedure requir¬ 
ing a two-thirds majority for 
passage. The vote was 246- 
168 — 30 votes short of that 
majority. Twenty Democrats 
voted for it, while seven 
Republicans opposed it. 


“It is violence against 
women,” said Rep. Chris Smith, 
a Republican, of abortions of 
female fetuses. “This is the real 
war on women.” 

The White House, most 
Democrats, abortion-rights 
groups and some Asian-Amer- 
ican organizations opposed 
the bill, saying it could lead 
to racial profiling of Asian- 
American women and subject 
doctors who do not report sus¬ 
pected sex-selection abortions 
to criminal charges.

Marriage act 
discriminates 
againstgay 
couples: Court 

A U.S. appeals court Thurs¬ 
day declared that the fed¬ 
eral Defence of Marriage 
Act unconstitutionally de¬ 
nies federal benefits to mar¬ 
ried gay couples. This is a 
ground-breaking ruling that 
will surely wind up before 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

The unanimous rul¬ 
ing said the 1996 law that 
defines marriage as a 
union between a man and 
a woman discriminates 
against gay couples because 
it doesn’t give them the 
same rights and privileges 
as heterosexual couples. 

The three-judge panel 
of the 1st U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals said its ruling 
wouldn’t be enforced until 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
decides the case, mean¬ 
ing that same-sex married 
couples will not be eligible 
to receive the economic 
benefits denied by the law 
until the high court rules. 

That’s because the rul¬ 
ing only applies to states 
within the circuit.

Lawsuits 
slam label 
claims 

Orange-juice maker Trop¬ 
icana markets its brand as 
fresh from the grove, but a 
series of lawsuits across the 
U.S. claim the company’s 
juice is so heavily processed it 
shouldn’t be called “natural.” 

In approximately 20 
lawsuits lawyers claim the 
company adds chemically 
engineered “flavour packs” 
to its juice, making it taste 
the same year-round. 

On Thursday, lawyers 
came together in Washing¬ 
ton to argue before a panel 
of judges about where the 
lawsuits should be heard as 
a group. 

Tropicana declined to 
comment but said in a state¬ 
ment that it is committed to 
full compliance with label¬ 
ling laws and to producing 
“great-tasting 100 per cent 
orange juice.” 

The orange juice lawsuits 
are just the latest disputes 
over “all natural” claims. 
Over the past several years, 
a number of major national 
brands have been attacked 
for what consumers have 
called deceptive labelling. 
Tostitos, SunChips, Snapple 
and Ben & Jerry’s ice cream 
have all faced similar at¬ 
tacks.

You would think that a director 
of Ridley Scott’s stature would 
find it easier to get what he 
wants, especially when he’s re¬ 
turning to his sci-fi horror roots 
with Prometheus. But you’d be 
wrong. As details of the tech¬ 
nology within the film’s story 
began to take shape, Scott ad¬ 
mits he found himself going 
to the mat on more than one 
occasion. 

“You think about every¬ 
thing, down to the shoe laces,” 
Scott says. “We even had a big 
argument about the globular 
helmets. I was certain that I 
wanted the fully spherical glass 


helmet. If I’m in 2083 and I’m 
going into space, why would I 
design a helmet that has blind 
spots?” 

And androids, by then, will 
apparently be indistinguish¬ 


able from humans. But Scott, 
who’s no stranger to androids 
thanks to the original Alien, 
wanted to approach the sub¬ 
ject with care. “What was im¬ 
portant was the stoiy. There’s 


nothing new about an android. 
That idea is 100 years old,” 
he says, explaining how this 
film’s android, played by Mi¬ 
chael Fassbender, is deployed. 
“So then, embrace what it is. 


By embracing it, he becomes 
that much more interesting 
because he isn’t just part of 
the ship. He also becomes 
extremely useful during the 
story, as it evolves.”

I’m not 
a sociologist, so I don’t 
know why it was that 
almost everywhere in 
the world there was 
tumult, but it was. The 
’60s was about discord 
and generational splits. 
When I became an activ¬ 
ist in 1970,1 missed the 
’60s. I never was a hippie 
or anything. I recognize 
the importance of that 
decade, having had one 
leg in the ’50s — which 
I think has been much 
more idealized as a time 
of, you know, families 
were together and every¬ 
thing was well...” 


2 . She can’t stress 
enoughthe 
importance of 
the Internet 

“The technological stuff 
has changed everything. 
We can see it overseas 
even more, with the 
Arab Spring and so forth. 
I never used a computer 
until I was 58.1 was mar¬ 
ried to Ted Turner, and 
he threw it across the 
room. He still doesn’t use 
one. I started blogging at 
71. Since it was all new 
to me, suddenly my life 
became very immediate. 

I was worried about blog¬ 
ging because I study Zen 
Buddhism and I meditate 
and I believe in being in 
the moment, and this is 
going to keep me from 
being in the moment. 

But what I discovered 
was that it helped me be 
in the moment.”

“One of the things that’s 
really interesting is 
there’s no leader (in the 
Occupy movement).

that weariness are numer¬ 
ous. 

Sometimes, the senti¬ 
ment of a song written years 
— or even decades — before 
will no longer resonate, or a 
band will simply change its 
mind about the value of a 
tune.

show are most primed to 
hear those trademark tunes.

Elijah Wood is jumping feet 
first into the world of animated 
series television with Tron: Up¬ 
rising, a new series that takes 
place in the time between 
1982’s Tron and 2010’s Tron:

Some of those 
more Tron-Renegade moments 
definitely have a depth and a 
gravity to them, and that’s fun.

1. Preheat barbecue and set 
on low. Brush vegetables with 
olive oil, season with salt and 
pepper, and grill slowly until 
tender, turning once. 

2. Transfer vegetables to 
a tray, arranging them in a 
single layer, and cover tightly 
with plastic wrap. The vege¬ 
tables may be grilled a day 


in advance and refrigerated 
after cooling. Bring the vege¬ 
tables back to room temper¬ 
ature before proceeding. 

3. Stir together the ricotta, 
thyme, salt and pepper in a 
small bowl.

The Vancouver Canucks 
are not expected to offer 
a contract to Halifax 
Mooseheads defenceman 
Sawyer Hannay before 
Friday’s signing dead¬ 
line, Metro has learned.
